WeBincerely wis'a that vre could, 
conaiitently with our duty to th« pub- 
lic, join with our contemporarfHu its 
praise of the Town Council for at- 
tempting to aboliBh the poiition of 
Police Magiatrate. We say attempt- 
ing, because, a» will presently be 
ahownj the appointment is entirely 
b^^yond .their, provinbe either to lavoke 
or confer. As a principle we are in 
favor of the fullest power being giTen 
to Municipalities in the appointment 
and removal of officers who draw pay 
ijiitiVL th6 Municipal treasury; and when 
retrenchment is the order of the day 
':^^^^»t th^it we ihall ever be found 
^)r«>fflpst in aiding any intelligent 
-^;.1^hSme";for lightemng burthens that 
'^piri98»;heavily on the taxpayer. But as 
therrare, fttceptions to every rule, ao, 
we"'dtttif6s»i there are exceptions to the 
rule-that would give a Municipality 
'pi£€to't6Semdve an 
i8.tr{kte. There- are several reasons 
why we think so. The office of Mayor 
is one oif political preferiuent, and no 
miein oooupying a position by the grace 
and fiydi* of a' political . party, i Isbbuld 
be suffered tojiifc" arid 'judge, per- 
haj^sy the very men who have the pow- 
er' to make or mar his prospects at the 
nexJ^elebtion. .': J!>reither should the.ap- 
pomi^en^-of MagistraU be Bubjedt ib 
•JiiiB^oaprice of a majority of the Oou'n- 
oiflors,' who would naturally ' expect a' 
■ quid pro quo for thqir yotes in oasea that 
. ' might come before him for decision in 
wtoch thej^ should: be " personally in-

■hould not be subject to the whim or 
fftVoir of the Councillors, who might 
c it downer raise a Magistrate's pay 
as he served or refused to serve their 
interests.

frequently arise in which legal know- 
ledge is absolutely necessary to 
guide a MagistJate to a proper deci- 
sion. Take yesterday's proceedings 
at the Police Court as a speci- 
men of what may arise at any 
time. The Mayor was "elected" 
Magistrate on Saturday night. Yes 
terday he declined to recognize Hon. 
Mr. Elliott as Magistrate and went on 
the bench himself. In the afternoon 
a most delicate and difficult case— one 
that involved an international point of 
Iftvvr — arose and Mr. Eiliott was sent 
for to preside as Magistrate over it, 
and consented. Had he refused 
to sit it is difficult to understand how 
the case could have been entertained 
by the Mayor, who is only a J. P. 
' «x offlaio, and has no juiiBdiction over any 
5! case that may occur outside the limits 
' of the Munibipality; nor can he com- 
iinii ii person accused of felony or a 
"Viriety of other offences. Hia warrant 
ti^pf committment would not be worth 
" ■ihe paper it was written on. To show 
-ioW jealously the privileges confeiTed 
on'stripendiary magistrates are guard- 
»?f:8^ in .dah$da,.we;haTe^,bu^^ 
"'"t&ftJfaSi't'ttiat'an Act ' was'^assed' by the 
7 legislature of this Province two or 
^thres: years ago to give to justices 
'"b'fiih'e 'peace all the powers -of stipen- 
•»diary><magi«tratoB, and was disallowed by 
.thelJ)bminion Government. Bat apart en 
'^frely from the moral aspsot of the case — 
for which a majority of the Council haro 
shown they have very little regard- 
there is a legal barrier to the action of 
tha Oounoil which cannot ba disregard- 
ed. The Municipality Amendment Act, 
1873, sectiou 42, conferred tho power on 
. Municipal Ooanoils to appoint Polioe 
.Magistrates and ilz their pay, and to 
- revoke any suohappointments;" provided 
always thatJo^sapj^ ^appointments shall 
be valid untir assented to by the Lieut.- 
Qovar&or-in-Counoil." Mr. Elliott was 
appointed Polioe Magistrate 'for Viotoria 
on the 13th March, 1873. On the fol- 
lowing day the appointment was assent- 
ed to by the Lieut.-GoTernot-in-Oonnoit. 
The Beotion that conferred the appoint- 
ing power on the Municipal Council 
remained in force until the spring 
of last year, when the House re- 
pealed it, and in a special Act removed 
the power of appointment or revocation 
f lithe Lieut.-Governor-in-Oouncil. Seo- 
""tibh 2 of that Aet reada as followa: 

"That it shall bo lawful for the Lieut. - 
Governor in Council to appoint a fit and 
proper person to be a Police Magistrate 
for the City of Victoria, at auoh annuo] 
aalary as such Lieut.-Govornor in Coun- 
cil direct, payable by equal monthly pay- 
monts, which salary ahall be a charge on 
the revenuea of the Mnnioipal Council 
of Victoria, and such Magistrate shall 
have jurisdiction throughout the Pro- 
vince, and the Lieut.-Governor in Ooun- 
oil ahall have the power of removing auoh 
Magistrate at pleanure." 

Among the "ayes" on this moasuro we 
find recorded the name of Mr, Walkem,- 
whose organ now so vehemently applauds 
the illegal conduct of- the Oounoil. Wo 
do not think that anything could be 
plainer than the languaga of the teotiou 



qtioted above. ' The Mnnioipal Oounoil 

have usurped a power that clearly bo- 
longs to the Lieut, -Governor-in-Gounoil, 
and to no one elie;— and very properly 
too. There is no use disonaaing the le- 
gal aapeet of the oMe further. We ahould 
muoh like ttj^aeffi^Fsam of «1800,;wliioh 
^a now paid'out !for a' magistrate, savw 
to tbe city; but would it be wise to run' 
the riak of defiling the fountain of Jua- 
tice at ita source to gratify the ambition 
of politicians or the spleen of Council- 
lors? No; no! Remove judicial appoint- 
nienta as far as possible from the arena 
of politics aiStl the machinations of poli- 
ticians, -;£iighteen hundred dollars is 
surely jU^t a lar^o a^m to.pay t9^PW«>io 
sound Wiwd ^tei> iiaj^ai!t^j^^adminiB|rax:

The Revenue Returns down to 
Christmas week bring us good cheer. 
The period of fiscal depression which 
the Revenue payments of tbe last few 
months indicated ao ominoualy seems 
to have at length closed. Instead of 
finding the vantage ground won m the 
earlier part of the year gradually slip- 
ping from us, our position is now im- 
proved on the whole year, and we 
may hope will be fairly satisfactory by 
tbe close of the Quai"ter." When com- 
.menting on the Returns earlier in the 
month, we pointed out that the actu 
al result left the increase for four 
months of the year only £10,000 less 
than Sir Stafford Northcote bad an- 
ticipated for the whole twelve months. 
The alarming circumstance was that 
the increase over last year was less in 
December than it was in September. 
We have now, however, a different 
tale to tell. There is an addition .^in 
these last Returns of nearly half^ a 
million to the total increase for the 
year, and the Budget Estimate is sub- 
stantially exceeded. We have had 
many warnings that unexpected de- 
mands may arise to swallow up any- 
thing tho Chancellor of the Exchequer 
can scrape together, but at least we 
have now a fair assurance thai the 
Revenue will yield what we were 
promised. While it would be pre- 
mature to found any conclusions for 
the future on the results of the last 
few weeks, we fiia^' look upon them 
as giving US security against any fi- 
nancial disorder in the present year.

By the ond ot the present 
month the possibilities of the year's 
Revenue are pretty well determined 
and the midwinter season. is .yfell com- 
menced before Christmas. though 
all the figures appearing in these Re- 
turns justify tho sLiggeatiouB of cau- 
tion which we have already made, 
they show an evident improvement 
over the' other portions of tbe year. 
Though the want of e;a ticity in the 
great sources of revenue. Customs and 
Excise, as compared with past years 
is still apparent, this evil is diminish- 
ing, while in other departments we 
have signs of ,a .Bimilar;aa,yapoe,','. I" 
the Post Office We 'have a consider- 
able increase. This is a aymptom 
which we gladly recognize. It goes 
to show that the general wealth and 
prosperity of the country are not se- 
riously impaired, and that we may 
any day anticipate a return of our for- 
mer period of progress. ' What the 
financier, however, has to keep in 
mind is tlie importance of not antici- 
pating the future too confidently. Ho 
must wait for the new era of economic 
expansion, not didcouut it before
